They are 
against the packers’ plan of plant 
unions, because the packers somehow 
always manage to get their own men 
on the arbitration boards. 

“But we think we will be able to 
evolve a plan at this conférence which 
will meet the approval of, the packers 
as well as of all the unions.” 

Hayes said after the conference that 
one of the points of the new agree- 
ment will be that the government, or 
some other agency appoint a disinter- 
ested person before whom both the 


packers and the-unions can take their

Ennis, 30 North La Salle street, a hand-. 


writing expert, to be a clumsy forgery. 
“The confession letter” was found 


on Aug. 12 by a reporter ftom an eve- 


ning papér, who obtained it from John 
Seabrook, a roomer at the Kolze house 
for the last three years. Seabrook said 
he nd the letter in a shoe box on 


_ \|his dresser. The letter, signed with 


Kolze’s name, confessed to having ad- 
ministered arsenic to his wife and him- 
self. 

Charles E. Erbstein, attorney for 
Mrs. Demmer, who is ‘out on $5,000 


| yesterday: 

“ Whether the letter is a forgery or 
not, it is immaterial. It was not even 
necessary in the case, as they had 
nothing against Mrs. Demmer. , In 
fact, it would have been better if no 
letter had entered into the case.” 

Coroner’s Physician W. D. McNally, 
who examined the body, voiced the 
“ suspicion” that the arsenic found in 


the body of Kolze was not all taken : 


immiediately before his death. He said 
that had the poison been taken just 
before death it would have been massed 


in the stomach. Instead of this the}. 


greatest amount was found in the liver, 
where it might have remained for sev- 
eral days, he asserted. 

No arsenic was found in samples of 
the medicines given Kolze before his 
death. No traces of poison were found, 


either, in tablets and other medicine 
found about the sre: Dr. ene 
said.

HOUND'S” NOSE FOR 


The recent order of the federal com- 
missioner of prohibition restricting the 
employment of agents for the moon- 
_ bhine constabulary to men under 50 
has started an interesting controversy, 
Asserting that age has no dulling ef- 
fect upon the’olfactory nerve, and 
maintaining that a “hootch hound” 
can smell out illicit liquor at 60 or 70 
years of age just as readily as a much 
younger man, many are rising to the 


_ defense of elderly gentlemen seeking 


place as liquor sleuths. 

But defenders of age are finding that 
nobody will argue with them about 
the ability of the aged “ sponge squad ” 
members, for there “ain’t no such 
thing.”

Saloon Men Pay Graft to 
Escape Arrest. 


Existence of a band of policemén 
which has preyed on bootleggérs and 
saloonkeepers, extorting large sums of 
money under threats of prosecution, 
Was revealed yesterday when Lieut. 
James Walsh of the North Halsted 
street station and six patrolmen were 
summoned to the federal building. 

For weeks nearly a dozen depart- 
ment of justice men have been work- 
ing on the case. If the federal grand 
jury votes the indictments to be asked, 
it was said, the exposé will rock the 
police department. 


One Policeman Now Held. 


First information of the operations 
of the band came a week ago, when 
Sergt. John Sheehan was held to the 
United States grand jury on charges 
of attempted bribery by Judge Landis. 

Sheehan was accused by Michael 
Casper, saloonkeeper, 1601 Fullerton 
avenue, of having demanded $100 on 
threat of arrest. 
fused, he said, and was arrested and 
turned over to the federal authorities 
on charges of violating the Volstead 
act.

“NO LEG TO STAND 
ON,” POOLE TELLS 
BOOSTING ICE MEN 


Retail ice dealers who have boosted 
thefr prices from 60 to 70 cents a 
hundred pounds on the ground that ice 
is scarce “ have not a leg to stand on,” 
Russell J. Poole, secretary of the coun- 
cil H. C. of L. declared yes- 
terday. 

**Ice may be scarcé, but raising the 
price will not increase the output of 
the ice plants,” Mr, Poole told a dozen 
ice dealers in outlying districts, against 
whom complaints of price raising weré 
received.

It is sometimes difficult to get home 
grown seed that will come true to va- 
riety where two or more varieties are 
grown in the same garden, because of 
cross-pollination. But if a gardener is 
growing a single variety that he likes, 
and one that does well under his local 
conditions, he would be wise in saving 
some of the seeds. 

There is great danger in saving seed 
from plants that were not properly 
watered and cared for during the hot 
weather in June and July; for; if the 
plants have been stunted, the seeds 
from such plants will likely be inferior. 
Plants that were constantly looked 
after during the entire season and kept 
growing vigorously may be expected to 
produce good seed. 

Pick out a half dozen or more of the’ 
strongest and healthiest plants in the 
row or bed and give them plenty of 
room to develop. It is best to select the 
early plants, provided their growth has 
not been interrupted. Keep them 
Il watered and cultivated until the seed {s 
ripe.
